To defray 
the expenses, which need not necessa- 
rily be more than the cost of ballots 
and payment of judges and clerks at 
1 places, meetings could be held 

n every precinct and the amount col- 
lected by subscription. It is believed 
that with a unanimeus popular verdict 
against the Chinese, congress would be 
compelled to take action, and abrogate 
the Chinese treaty so as to restrict if 
not wholly suppress, Chinese immi- 
gration. 

This we believe te be the most prac- 
tical method yet devised for getting 
the sentiments of the people of this 
coast on Chinese immigration. The 
three Pacific states could act in cou- 
cert, and on the appointed day for or 
against the Chinese.
